Berlin, June 22.—The Russians carly today 
accepted a British proposal for four power discus- | 
sions of uniform currency reform in Berlin, the 
Soviet licensed German news agency announced. 

_ Last night General Sir Brian Robertson, British mili- 
tary governor, bluntly told the Russfuns they had no more 
rights in Berlin than the three Western occupying powers 


—the United States, Britain 


He sugested to the Soviets that 
they join a four power mecting (to 
discuss the currency situition in 
Berlin, which now {aces the pros- 
pect of two ‘kinds of currency—that 
introduced beginning Sunday by the 
Allick in Western Germany, and 
currency soon expected to be pro- 
duced by the Russlans. 

Meanwhile, Adolf Hitler's old 
Relchsmark still is legal tender in 
the Russinn zone of Germany.

Nanking . Red 


WO oblique dics were taken at 
Hongkong’ during the week- 
end, either or both of whieh could 
be treated with disdain or regard- 
ed as covert hostility. One, a 
suggested change in the status of 
the Colony vis-a-vis China, came 
from an “unimpeachable” 
Nanking source; the other that 
Shanghai could “kill” Wongkong 
by becoming 2 free ‘port, from 
officialdom In the person of Mayor 
K: C..Wu of Shanghaj, Behind 
tho first suggestlon—a change ‘in 
the status of. Hongkong—reposes 
that delightful red herring, the 
failure of Hongkong to enforce to 
the fullest extent tho  anti- 
smuggling agreement. To this 
agreement in now impinged the 
filght of Chinese capital to the 
Colony—an extraordinary 
ingenuous way of trying to 
explain away a_ phenomenon 
created by China's own 
‘Yincfficlency {mn xovernment and 
economics. It, is not, perhaps, 
unnatural that Hongkong should 
provide the brond back for 
China’s big stick in her prescnt 
{lme of trade and financial 
adversity. The stick has to be 
wielded, and there must be of 
victim. The only thing that 
puzzles is why China (or some of 
her spokesmen) peralst in trying 
to flay a dead horse. When the 
amugeling ogreement was frst. 
mooted by Nanking, Wongkong, 
niready well awdre that ‘the 
nefarious. trade had reached 
alarming proportions, and 
recognising that some of {It was 
just as injurious to legitimate 
business In the Colony as to 
Chins, sgreod to Intensify its 
cfforis (by then considerable and 
not ineffectual) towards stamping 
out a two-way racket, The 
obligations under that treaty 
Abave, from this end, been carried 
out punctitiously, and we have no 
cause to apologise for our work, 
or to regard {t as less than we

Whether the same can 
be sald for China Is o matter of 
opinion, If the fight of capital 
from Shanghal is to be considered 
as smuggling, and therefore a 
contravention _ of the Anglo- 
Chinese. agreement, it must be 
pointed out that the money moves 
from China: and if {t Is Impossible 
to defect its movement from 
source, where so many so-called 
watertight restrictions are on the 
Statule Book,’ how can it be 
Tocated once it has flown? Will 
changing the status of Hongkonz 
bring sbout the desideratum?

CHINESE PROTEST 

Chinese protest that thelr teachers 
are not qualified to teach Siamese 
and have asked for relief for that 
reuson. To | this, the Ministry of 
Education replied that it would 
supply Siamese teachers. 

The three schools capitulating 
have ‘now accepted joint Sino- 
Siamese contro! of their curricula. 
Chinese boards will continue to ad-~ 
minister: the schools but the Siamese 
teachers provided will sit with the 
boards, Of the three schools, only 
one permitted Its name to be made 
public. The other two remained 
unnamed, “for fear of reprisals.” 

Protest to the Siamese government 
have been made by Chinese cdu- 
cators, nod Chinese businessmen— 
through the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce—as well as on a diploma- 
tle level but the Siamese government 
has responded by suggesting that 
the Chinese schools Mrst revise their 
curricula to conform with Siamese 
law and then ask for modification. 
“Sympathetic consideration’ would 
then be glven their claims, a spokes- 
man for the Ministry of Education 
said. :

“prived: of their education” and 3,000 


Chinese teachers are out of work

LIMITATION THREAT 

Tha Siamese overnment has

NEW MARKS ISSUE 

Frankfurt, June 21—The issue of 
10,000,000,000 new marks has been 
authorised for Western Germany, it 


| wos learned In Frankfurt tonight. 


Allied officinis: ssid. this is the 
maximum amount. German _ banks 
will be allowed’ to, circulate follow- 
ing the completion of eurrency re- 
form. The Issuance of. the new 
“Deutshemark” began in the United 
States, Britlskh and French zones 
yesterday. 


If the international. value of the 
mark js set at 30 US cents, the-total 
Issue of new moncy in Western 
Germany would be worth $3,000,- 
000,000. 

Allied oMcials said they were 

unable to say: how much of the new 
money will be put Into clrculation 
in the near future. 
_.-The authorisation was granted _in 
a Military Government law {ssued 
to the Bank of German States 
(Bank Deutscher Laenicr) on Sa- 
turday. 

Detalls of the law have still no: 
been released. : 

It was understood, however, that 
if after a certain periotl, Western 
Germany's .cconomy gets back on 
{t9 feet, further fssuances of. a 
maximum of  1,000,000,000 marks 
at a time will be permitted under 
restricted conditions. 


100 FOR EVERY 1000 

The new Issue will be approvi- 
mately one-tenth or Jess of the total 
amount of inflated Reichsmarks 
now being withdrawn. 

OMcinls estimate that there have 
been at Ieast 100,000,000,000 Reichs- 
marks in circulation since the war, 

The new Issue is a little moro 
money than was fn circulation 
throughout -all Germany—Iincluding 
the now Russlan-occupicd East—be- 
fore the first World War. ‘ 

If the total new issue is taken as 
a basls of reckoning, then it is 
likely that the 45,000,000 Germans 
in the Western zones will get back 
100 new marks for every 1,000 old 
ones they surrender. 

The Germans began handing in 
their old money today. They do 
not yet know what the conversion 
rate will be—or Just what percent 
of thelr converted savings they will 
get back. 

‘The oMcial conversion date is ex- 
pected to be announced by the 
United States, British _ and French 
authorities towards the end of this 
week.—Assoclated Press.

Exports 
Increase | 


" SPLENDID FIGURES 


London, June 21.—The Board 
of Trade announced today that 
British exports for the Jast 
month were greater than ever 
before in both value and volume. 

They totalled £120,000,000 in 
value which {s £3,500,000 higher 
than in April and $12,100,000 abovo 
the average for the frst quarter. 

Allowing for the rise In prices, the 
Bonrd of trade said the volume was 
34 per cent greater than in 1938 
which 18 two, per cent greater than 
In April and six per cent - greater 
than Jn the first quarter of 1948. 

May Smports fell 28,900,000 below 
the April record « to” £ 176,000,000. 
Re-exports totalled £5,600,000 
which ts - £300,000 above April. 

The overall trade deficit dropped 
to £40,400,000 which 1s 213,000,000 
less than In May and the lowest 
since February. : 

Raw material exports’ jumped 
£1,000,000 in May and exceeded the 
£5,000,000 for the first time since 
1938. Cont. exports alone totalled 
1,000,000 tons worth £3,000,000. 
That| is nearly one third of. the . 
volume of coal exports in May 1938 
but prices have soared since then, 

Textile exports totalled *2£26,900,- ° 
000 which Is £2,000,000 greater than 
in April, Machinery exports rose by 
£600,000, Exports of spirits were 
with one exception the highest for 
six years and nearly 50 per cent - 
nbove the comparatively law April 
figure—United Press.

To Your Child

‘OU may have had one or 
more terrible frights. 
For example. as you were 
driving . along cautiously a 
youngster dashed !nto the street 
from behind or before a parked 
ear. Perhaps the child was 
three, five or ten. Or, he may. 
have been on the sidewalk or be- 
side it when you first raw him, 
and he may have rushed into 
the street without looking right 
‘or left or giving you any warn- 
ing. That child had not learned 
the alphabet of safety. 


Taught At School 


he had been of school oge.he 
cone have had tralning in safety 
right near the school bullding, but 
this training did not carry beyond 
that place. Indecd, some children 
don't seem to profit much from the 
fine safety training at school. They 
just observe certaln rules of cross- 
ing the street near the school, which 
are enforced by the school 
patrol or a polleeman. Fortunntcly 
most schools try to make children 
by talking - with 
then: In schoo) about the ways and 
whys of safety. Even so, somé chil- 
dren who missed good safety traln- 
ing in their carly yenrs at home 
may not’ profit much from — this 
school training. 


Trained At Home 


However, parents should. train 
the youngster very well at home In 
street safety. Some years ago an 
orange rancher in California drove 
me through his groves. As we ap- 
preached his home he said, “That's 
my son," referring to a youngster 
about three on his trleycle riding 
rapidly -on the slightly — sloping 
sidewalk in front of his house, “1 
want to show you someihing,” he 
sald. “When he gets to the curb 


at the crossing he will stop, ~ and ]. 


nobody will tell him.” He did 
“His mother has trained him so well 
that we never have known him to 
fail to stop at the curb. She has des 
fined the boundaries for him ‘and he 
never goes beyond” them.” Pleased 
at this, I told him that was the way 
our children were trained when they 
were very young and I knew how 
it was done. 

While I was visiting in a home in 
the Mid-west a tot nearly four came 
into the house and asked his mother: 
“Wil you please see me across the 
strect? I want to go over and ploy 
with Nebby.” I had seen this tof on 
the Iawn alone as we entered the 
house. The mother took him acrosy, 
course, She then explainc 
proudly to me that she could always 
depend on this child in such matters, 


Mother's Duty 
In 4 certain city, as I was 
walking down street_a_youngster’s 


“ball “had “rolled into the street. I 


fucssed he was five. “Please get my: 
ball for me?” he asked. “I am not 
allowed to run into the street for 
it." These children hud been well 
{ralned. Many mothers are proud of 
like achievement. It can be done. 
The key to easy training of the 
tot to stay out of the strect is for 
you to be always right near him ‘to 
make sure he gets instant physica} 
pain (preferably na sound spanking) 
without exception every tIme he Js 
about to step into the street, unti 
such time as the goat. habit Is made 
permanent or Is ready to be ‘modl- 
as he enters school.- After the 
first experience never warn him ‘or 
pull him away (except to save his 
Ufe, of course) but always apply 
the pain then and there. Thig pain 
is more humane and effective than 
to let him face the natural conse- 
quence. Remember the simple rule: 
“Immediate and without

But the aubstance, 
he said, is. highly toxic and 
canhot be used on cancer with- 
out endangering the health and 
comfort of patients. : 

Sullivan pointed out, how- 
ever, that the‘drug does inhibit 
cell division and tissue growth,

- Consequently, he 
wants. to develop a substance 
with tho same effect on tumours 
but one which is less toxic to 
human system. :

RESULTS UNCERTAIN

Mr Pan, in his outspoken specch, 
warned that the present cconomic 
crisis would destroy both national 
labour and capital if the ‘National 
Government continucd —_ ignoring 
public opinion and switching from 
one “haphazard” plan to another. 

The Chairman sald that poll- 
tically Chinn [1 supposed to have 
entered the stnge of democracy,

Making his first trip from Nanking 
since his Inauguration as President 
of constitutional China .on May 20,

FRANTIC APPEAL 

Chiang's trip to the front was 
belleved to be the result of a frantic 
appeal by a Honan delegation that 
the President lake personal charge 
of the operations to save thelr 
‘provincial capital, which is one of the 
strategic cities on the Lunghat 
railway. The delegation parked 
themselves. outside the President's 
residence {n Nanking for five hours 
‘on Sunday. 

The President and his party landed 
at .Chengchow, 40 miles west of Kal- 
feng and on-the juncture of 
Lunghai and Peiping-Hankow rail- 
ways for a short stop. There he 
immediately plunged Into a military 
conference, arranging the airlift of 
crack Government divisions to the 
Chengchow area to launch a major 
counter offensive against the Com- 
munist ‘concentration in Kaifeng. 
Pro-Government _ reports claimed 
that Nationalist commanders hope to 
draw the largest concentration of 
Red Army units in the Kaifeng area 
for what may develop into a decisive 
positional battle which the “Com- 
munists have thus far tried to avoid.
